With such a system, so rapidly ad- 
vancing, siiiill we abandon all attempts to improve 
and extend it by supplying these numerous schoois 
with coni|>etent and experienced teachers? for this 
will be the necessary result of discontinuing the 
appropriation to the Normal School. Should this be 
done, we feur that our public school system will 
receive a blow frcm which it will suffer for years. 
The loss of the small sunt necessary to the support 
of the Normal School can hardly l>e felt by the com- 
mon schools of the State, but the loss of well-di- 
rected, w ise, and enlightened instruction will long 
be felt, eveu beyond the present generation. 

tJiTThe city council of Covington are in a peck of 
trou'de about the refusal of the Covington and Lex- 
ington Railroad to pay the interest on tbe city bonds. 
At the meeting of the council on Thursday night, 
the committee on ways nnd means reported a bill to 
l«orrow ten thousand dollars with which to pay inte- 
rest on railroad bonds. A letter from J. T. Levis, 
president of the Covington and Lexington liailroad, 
was read, stating that the company had suspended 
the payment of interest frcm actual necessity and in 
order to protect the mortgage bonds.

After experiencing for a long series of years the 
injurious effect* of the incompetency cf her teach- 
ers, tbe State of Massachusetts— the pioneer in tbe 
common school system of this country-established 
three normal schools as early as 1838, and in the 
tenth annual report of the Hon. Horace Mann, the 
fcecretarj of the Board of Education, we find a long 
article upon this subject, commencing with these 
words: "One cf the most efficient agencies for im- 
proving, not enly the common schools but all the 
Mthorisin tbe State has been the State normal 
schools." Th?n follows a detailed account of the 
practical wording of these institutions. Again, in 
Kew York, besides the annual appropriation to the 
Normal School at Albany and a generou3 expendi- 
ture npon the system of common schools, a large 
appropriation is made to various institutes and acad- 
emies in different portion* of tbe State to defray the 
expense of a teachers' class in each of these institu- 
tions, and the pupiLs'eo prepared are eagerly sought 
both as common and private school-teachers in New- 
York and the adj icent States.

iTtyThe Hon. Thos. F. Marshal! in his eloquent 

id lieautiful Discourse on Italy made the wealth 
of Cosmo de Medici a subject of especial wonder. 
We know not on what authority Mr. Mar-hall based 
his astonishment, but it was po.-si'.dy a mistaken 
one. Mr. Motlev, the historian, in his very charm- 
ing article on "Florentine Mosaics,'' in the last 
number of the Atlantic Monthly, expresses aston- 
ishment of a dill'er^nt sort, in contemplating the for- 
tune of Cosmo. He says: • 

It is singular, too, with what comparatively small 
means the Medici were enabled to do such great 
thiDgs. Cosmo, unquestionably the greatest and 
most succefsful citizen that ever lived, for he al- 
most rivalled Pericles in position, if not in talent, 
while he surpassed him in good fortune — was, dur- 
ing his lifetime, the virtual sovereign of the most 
enlightened and wealthy and powerful republic that 
bad existed in modern times. He built the church 
of San Marco, the chnnh of San Lorenzo, the clois- 
ter of San Verdiano. On the hill of Fiesole he 
erected a church and a convent. At Jerusalem he 
built a church and a hospital for pilgrims. All this 
was for religion, the republic, and the world. For 
himself he constructed four splendid villas, at Ca- 
reggi, Fiesole, Caffaggiolo, and Trebbio, and in the 
city the magnificent palace in the Via Larga, now 
called the Riccardi. 

In thirty-seven years, from 1431 to 1-171, he and 
his successors expended eight millions of francs 
(663,755 nold florins) in buildings and charities — a 
sum which may be represented by as /many, or, as 
some would reckon, twice as many, dollars at the 
present dav. Nevertheless, the income of Cosmo 
was never" more than 600,000 francs (50,000 gold 
florins), while his fortune was never thought to ex- 
ceed three millions of francs, or six hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Being invested in commerce, his pro- 
perty yielded, and ought to have vielded, an income 
of twenty per cent. Nevertheless, an inventory 
made in 1469 showed that, after twenty-nine years, 
he left to his son Pietro a fortune but just about equal 
in amount to that which he had himself received 
from his father. 

With six hundred thousand dollars for his whole 
capital then, Cosmo was able to play his magnificent 
part in the world's history; while the Duke of Milan, 
son of the peasant Sforza, sometimes expended more 
than that sum in a single year. So much difference 
was there between the position and requirements of 
an educated and opulent first citizen, and a low-bom 
militarv/xwrrow, whom, however, Cosmo was most 
earnest to encourage and to strengthen in his designs 
against the liberties of Lombardy. 

The tenor of this passage accords with our own 
impression, and, from the minuteness as well as 
recentness of Mr. Motley's researches, is doubtless 
correct.

The inott decisive paragraph in the message re- 
lates to Spain, and, if we interpret the President's 
language aright, he is much dissatis-fied with the 
supintne.-s of our Minister at Madrid, and is deter- 
mined to replace him with a man who will carry 
into effect the tio'iev in regard to Cuba which the 
President has fud so much at heart ever since he 
took a seat in the Cabinet of Mr. Polk. Mr. Bu- 
chanan evidently parts with Mr. Dodge without 
tears, anil is not unwilling to testify to the country 
his dissatisfaction with the Cuban policy which that 
Minister was ee&t out to inaugurate at the Spanish 
Court. To appreciate the significance of this pas- 
sage cf the me<s a^e, the recent hist', ry of this mis- 
sion nee'ls to be I o-ne in mind. 

In lS4-\ whtn Mr. Buchanan fM S?cretarv of 
State, Itomulus M. Saunders, of Notih OHM, 
was sent out to Madrid to buy Cuba, and was se- 
cretlv authorized tooffer £100,000,000 for the island. 
The negotiation was not only unsuccessful, but the 
proposal and bearing of Mr." Saunders together ren- 
dered Madrid so hot for him; and his resilience there 
so unpleasant, that he spent most of his time and 
salary in cultivating an acquaintance with the other 
capitals in Euiope. These instructions of Saunders 
were ket)t sec ret until President Pierce renewed the 
application t fa romh Mr. Soule, who was sent out in 
the interest of Sir. Buchanan and atrain.-t the jinli;- 
ment of the Secretary of State, Mr. Marcy. Mr. 
Soule four.d the Spaniards indisposed to trade upon 
anv terms, the sum of $250,000,000 not appearing 
to 'lie anv temptation to them, whtreupoithe Cubm 
party in'Onirress and in the President's councils, 
of v,"hich Mr. Buchanen was the head, resolved to 
frblrcn Sp tin into the sale. 

Mr. Sickles. Secretary of Legal ion to Mr. Buch- 
anan, who was our Minister in London, was scut 
over to get the President's approval of the phn of 
the Ostend conference, which, as our readers re- 
member, resulted in a declaration that Cuba was 
necessary to the safety and well-being cf the United 
States, and that, unless peaceably ceded to us for a 
reasonable consideration, we should be justilied in 
t iking pos session of the island by force of arms. 
This declaration surprised the whole civilized world, 
but no one so much as its effect surf rised the con- 
spirators who signed and countenanced it. Wall 
street was convulsed. Our government seemed to 
be upon the verge of a war with all Karoje with- 
out any provocation, and in prosecution of a policy 
never before avowed by any civilized nation, and 
only worthy of pirates and highwaymen. The 
capitalists from every part of the country rushed to 
Washington in alarm; the leading commercial men 
of his own party assured the President that the 
ountrv would not sustain him. 

He "was frightened, tore up what was known as 
the "war message," which he had actually written; 
and Soule, whom he had previously protected, he 
handed over to the tender mercies of Mr. Marcy, 
by whom he was speedily flayed alive and sent home 
to his friends in Louisiana. And from that day un- 
til yesterday, not a word has been lisped by the na- 
tional Executive looking to the acquisition of Cuba. 
Mr. Buchanan found himself sharing with Mr. 
Soule in the general disgrace attending the Presi- 
dent's desertion of the Ostend negotiators and ti e 
j»olicv he had himself helped to mark out for them, 
and naturally felt indignant at the treachery and She 
traitors of whom he had l>een made the victim. 

Mr. Dodge was sent to Madrid to reverse the en- 
tire policy prescribed to Mr. Soule. His presence in 
Europe was an official rebuke to all the Ostend Con- 
ferences, and it is not strange, therefore, that the 
President disposes of him summarily and without 
any waste of words.

This shows a falling off inland receipts from these 
for the corresponding period of the preceding year 
of $5,322,145 99.

Whatever miy have been the cause of this dimi- 
nution, the fact demonstrate* that, long before tee 
prostration of all credit by the suspension of the 
banking institutions, the investment ir; wild lands 
■ had greatly decreased. 

There are eighty-three organized land districts in 
all — though ihere":.rc none in New Mexico and Utah, 
' where operation-, have been suspended through the 
hostilities of Indians and Mormons. A geological 
survey of the former Territory is recommended. 

In referring to the report of the Cemmissioner of 
Indian Affairs, the Secretary savs the Indian tribes 
' within our limits number about 325,000, about whom 
he gives much information. 
In regard to pensions, the Secretary says the At- 
j torney Generai has given an opinion tiiat children 
or grandchildren have no claim to the pension of a 
soldier or wido>v who did not establish their right to 
' it in their lifetime. This reverses ■ practice which 
| has obtained to a considerable extern. He recom- 
i m^nds that the forger- of land warrants be made a 
1 penal offense. 

Attention is called to th» HMMWH method of the

An appropriation of $100,000 was made last win- 
ter for erecting a court-house in Boston. But the

Hocse — Satvra' Delicacy. — A feature of New York 
is its "gambling hells." One cannot go up Broad- 
way without passing bv a dozen. Oaly the initiat- 
ed, however, know their location and the "open se- 
same" to their interior. Once within the portals 
there is the fullest freedom — freedom to gaze on the 
magnificent furniture — freedom to banquet without 
cost on canvas-backs and choicest wines — and. frte- 
dotn to lose one's money. The uninitiated find their 
way within, generally, through the agency of "de- 
coy ducks," who hang about the hotels for the ex- 
press purpose of "roping in" unconscious victim*. 
A majority, of course, lose all their monev: but. al- 
though the amount may be large, the whole affair is 
so genteelly done that they prefer to swallow the 
loss as graciously as R*rAm, and satisfy themsel ves 
with having become "posted" and wiser. Hence, 
few complaints of losses ever reach the police au- 
thorities, which is very satisfactory to the gambling 
house proprietor*, and allows them to grow fat, 
rich, and law-defiant. Occasionally there is an ex- 
ception, as shown in the following instance: 

A few days since a Southern gentleman, who 
was, or is at the present time, an officer in the U. S. 
Navy, arrived in town and put up at the St. Nicho- 
las. A decoy was not long ia ii.itiat'ii,; bilRMlf 
into his good gr.c-«.«. and pl iyiotr the agreeable by 
sLort ing him tbi kading town si^iits, eudin^. as 
usual in such cases, by a visit to a gambling koOM, 
to take a "glimpse of the ti^er," as the more know- 
ing ones phrase it. The Southern gentleman was 
delighed and grateful. He showed his delight by 
drinking freely of the costly wine set before him, 
and his gratitude by plaving at "faro." In an 
hour's time he lost aliout $2,000. This was on Wed- 
nesday night. Yesterday morning the losing gen- 
tleman woke up with a teadache and to the con- 
sciousness that he had foolishly lost what he could 
ill afford to lose. He called on SuperinteLdiUt Tall- 
madge, and, detailing the Ics.*, wished to know if 
he could not regain possession of his money. 

The General Superintendant gave the mutter into 
the care of Mr. Samuel Brevoort, his Special Aid, 
who soon succeeded in recovering the full amount 
lost and restored it to its original owner. The name 
of the victim is withheld by Mr. Brevoort out of re- 
gard to the penitent gentleman, his family, and his 
official position. With less obvious reason the Aid 
forgets to mention the location of the fl~*» K1 *-j 
house and the name < f its proprietor, remarking 
that the proprietors of nnb&Rg houses greatly dis- 
liked to have published in the paper* the fact of their 
ever restoring money, since, if known, it would cre- 
ate a terrible "run" upon thtm which would speedi- 
ly ruin their business. They rely on the prioe and 
"honor" of their victims for a quiet resignation to 
their losses, however dishonestly caused.

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A New Secret Political Partv in Boston. 
A new secret political party was organized in Bos- 
ton last July, we are informed, andnow has some 
two thousand members enrolled in its councils. 
Thev are called "Heart-in-Hand Clubs," and have 
branches in aearly every ward in the city. To en- 
ter the door of the "Heart-in-IIand Club," the 
member gives three raps; the wicket is then opened, 
and the outer guard says: "Who troes there?" then 
the password is given, "Tis well" — with a number 
of the ticket which the member has in his posses- 
feion, to be handed to the inner guard, and announ- 
ced aloud in the lull. On entering, he salutes the 
chief presiding officer in the chair, with his rifcht 
hand near the heart, and takes his seat.

Horse made Flriocs by Blood. — We learn, 
says the Housatonic Republican, that a lad about 13 
years of age, named Geo. Hawthorn, son of Thos. 
Hawthorn, of South Canaan, had his thigh broken 
last Friday evening, 27th ult., in a somewuat singu- 
lar manner.

Tkst ok Firearms at the Washington Arskx- 
al. — The Secretary of War, members of the Brit- 
ish, French, and Austrian legations, officers of the 
army and navy, with many distinguished civilians, 
were present } esterday, by appointment, at the 
Washington Arsenal, to witness experimental tests 
of inventions of great importance. 

A patent train-fuse, invented by Gomez and Mill?, 
appeared to possess all the advantages of the gal- 
vanic b^tery in velocity of ignition, while, M it is 
not detonating, it cannot 1* exploded by any chance 
blow. Cannon were fired with u almost quicker 
than thought, at a long distance, and it was tired 
thirty yards under water. 

Hale's improved rocket was also satisfactorily 
tested. The rocket* were fired from their carriage, 
and struck with remarkable accuracy at a distance 
of 950 yards. They gave the greatest satisfaction. 

The great feature of the exhibition, however, was 
the test of the breech-loading rifle of Mr. Morse, of 
Louisiana, which proved a remarkable weapon, pos- 
sessing many points of novelty and of UMbbWbM. 
The mechanism by which the breech of the p;un is 
opened for loading is simple, yet strong and secure. 
The c harge i» contained in str.a'l metallic cartridge - 
w hich have at one extremity a conical-j ointed, hol- 
low ball: then comes the very small amount of pow- 
der required; and at the other extremity is the {per- 
cussion cap. 

The:© cartridges can be easily loaded, are water- 
proof, and can be and for a long time. The piece it 
loaded and fired in four motions, viz : the first opens 
the breech, w ithdraws the shell of the last cartridge 
lired. and cocks the piece; at the second motion the 
loaded cartridge is inserted; the third niotiou closes 
the breech; and at the fourth motion the cock can 
!>e let down, or the piece fired. After the most severe 
tests there was no evidence of the escape of the 
charge or of any of the gas, except at the muzzle 
of the gun. 

The accuracy with which the rifle can l>e fired is 
truly astonishing, and was conclusively proved. The 
Secretary of War used one with great ert'ect, hitting 
a mark at 850 yards' distance, and other gentlemen 
gave equally satisfactory proofs of the excellency 
and the accuracy of this wonderful weapon. The 
facility with which it can lie loaded and fired was 
also perfectly demonstrate.!, and the utility of the 
weapon was more fully shown by placing "it under 
wiiter, lettiug it retnuin there, and' then linr.^ it. It 
was also placed under water when loaded and then 
fired; neither did the admixture of sand with the 
water clog toe movement of the lock. Nothing can 
be more perfect than its operation, or more accurate 
than its aim, and it received the highest praise from 
the many distinguished and qualified judges present.

The special session of the Kansas L-r-cMat .r- ■-- 
ganized on the 8tb, electing C. W. Babcock Presi- 
dent of the Council, and G. W. Deitzler Speaker of 
the House. 

Stanton, in his message, says that in consequence 
of recent events having produced a profound agita- 
tion of the public mind, and a sense of wrong and 
injustice, whether well or ill founded, andapprehen- 
sions of greater evils arising therefrom having 
aroused the people of the Territory to a condition of 
dangerous excitement, I find myself compelled by a 
sense of duty to call you together, that you may 
adopt prompt legislative measures to avert the ca- 
lamities which threaten the public peace. 

After reviewing the formation and action of the 
Constitutional Convention, Stanton recommends the 
passage of an act directing an election to l>e held 
under different officers on the same day and at the 
same places provided by the proclamation of the 
president of tbe convention, authorizing the people 
to vote for the constitution in either form presented 
by the convention; also against the constitution in 
Loth forms. The Governor also recommends the 
passage of a law making a fraudulent return of 
votes felony, with suitable punishment.

St. Loi is, Dec. 14, M. 

The Kansas City Journal of Commerce of the 5th 
says that Joseph Majean, a trailer on Green river, 
arrived on Tuesday, being tbe latest arrival from 
Utah. Mifjean'* accounts confirm previous advices. 
He reports uerrly all the emigrant trains suffering 
from Mormon depredations, their wa?ons being 
burned and cattle stolen. Large quantities of grain 
and forage stored at Fort Bridger had been burned 
by the Mormons to prevent purchase by the govern- 
ment. They also burned all the grass on the route 
beyond Bridger. Snow was three feet deep in the 
mountains, and the country was covered far east cf 
Blue river. Buffaloes were very abundant. 

New York, Dec. 14. 

The steamer Star of the West arrived early this 
morning with California mails to the 20th and im- 
portant' details of the landing of Walker in Nicara- 
gua. He landed with 300 men and ordered the 
Lieutenant of the sloop-of-war Saratoga, who was 
ashore, to go on board his ship.

If the] ar . th- t ••»..;..,•., rcould 
easily convert them into specie. If they are not, then 
they ought not to be received as such fhher by the State 
governments or the people. The very object of the law is 
to guard against the latter contingency, and thus to secure 
to the country a sr.unJ paper currency, always convertible 
into specie. 

I'nder the operation of the inde|«ndent treasury system, 
adopted by each of the States, there would be no difficult} 
in retaining in the country a sufficient amount of specie, 
not only for the purposes of the government, but also to 
secure a sound paper currency. As long, however, as the 
present system lasts, this resnlt cannot be looked tor. One 
would suppose that the large increase of gold in the lastfew 
years would have enabled the banks to have protected 
themselves against the necessity of suspending specie i>ay- 
ments. Such should have been the case; but it has not been 
and will not be until some policy, such as is here recom- 
mended, is adopted, w hich will compel them to keep suffi- 
cient specie in their vaults to meet their issues. Since the 
discovery of gold in California, in 1h49, there has been 
coined at the mints of the United State* the sum of $400.- 
000,000, and even a larger amo unt has been added from that 
source to the gold of the world. At that time it was estima- 
ated that there was in the U. States $12-1,000,000 of specie. 
Of that amount the banks held $43,000. ouo. upon which 
they issued a circulation of $114,743,415. Their deposits at 
that time amounted to $91,178,623. It is estimated that 
there is now in the United States $J«Ht.U00,On0 of specie, 
and of this sum the banks have $60,000,000; upon which 
theyjhave issued a circulation of $114,77"<,ia2. and their de- 
posits have increased to $2 0,351,352. It will be seen from 
this statement that, with the increased quantity of specie in 
the country, the banks have only increased their specie 
from $43,CO0,00O to $tiO,000 000, whilst they have increased 
their circulation from $114,743,415 to $214,77x.ses. Xo one 
supposes that such woiJd have been the case if, during this 
period, the financial operations ot the various State gov- 
ernments bad been conducted ui>on the principles of th J 
indejiendent treasury system. It is confidently believed 
that .-uch a policy would have saved the country from the 
present bank suspension. If, at the time the general gov- 
ernment was makiug it.- disbursements in speoie at the com- 
mencement of the present crisis, the same operation had 
been going on from the different State treasuries, the effect 
necessarily would have beeu to have supplied every de- 
mand in the country for specie, and the bank*, already re- 
strained within legitimate bounds, wonld have been ena- 
bled to have pursued their usual business without serious 
interruption. 

In this connection, it cannot fail to attract observation, 
that st the very moment when the general government, 
through the instrumentality of the independent treasury 
system, was meeting, with promptness, irs liabilities of 
every character, and by the very act of disbursing its spe- 
cie funds affording relief to the banks and country, the 
State governments, tor the want of such a system, were 
unable, with nominally full treasuries, to pay their debts, 
and, in the effort to do so. were subjected to the charge of 
either paying their liabilities in depreciated currency, or 
adding to the distress of the country by their demaudsupou 
the bauk* for specie, funds. Tnese difficulties are the legit- 
imate fruits of their past policy, and for the present must 
be endured; it will be their own fault if another revulsion 
should find them in a like condition 

As an additional restraint upon the tendency of the 
bank- to over-issue, as well as for the purpose of keeping 
an ample supply of specie in constant circulation, the sup- 
pression of aU bank notes under the denomination of $90
